U.S. special envoy Philip Habib 
was in Saudi Arabia last night, ap- ■ 
patently in a bid to elicit Saudi help 
to bring about a general de- 
escalation of tension in Lebanon 
that would end the present fighting 
between Israel and the PLO without 
the need for a formal cease-fire 
between the two sides. 

Israel has categorically ruled out 
the prospect of any negotiated 
cease-fire with the PLO, ami Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin earlier, 
restricted Habib's mission to “con- 
tacts” with the Lebanese govern- 
ment "with the aim of establishing 
peaceful relations between Israel 
and Lebanon, from where the ter- 
rorist organizations incessantly at- 
tack... Israel and murder and maim 
its citizens.” 

Accordingly, after leaving Israel 
yesterday, Habib made a stopover 
in Beirut, where he met for about an 
hour with Lebanese President Elias 
Sarkis and Prime Minister Shafik 
Wazzan. 

He would say nothing about the 
content of his meeting with the 
Lebanese leaders, but it -soon 
became clear thdt the key to a solu- 
tion in Lebanon is not in Beirut, but 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Habib took off for an unan- 
nounced destination, which turned 
out to be the Saudi Red Sea port of 
Jeddah, where he reportedly met 


with Saudi officials last night. 

Ever since he first arrived in the 
area early in May to seek a 
diplomatic solution to the now 
overshadowed Syrian ‘‘missile 
crisis" in the Bekaa Valley, Habib 
has seen Saudi Arabia as the key to 
any settlement in Lebanon. Habib 
apparently hopes it will be able to 
use its leverage at two important 
Arab League meetings due to take 
place in the coming days. 

The first is the Arab League 
foreign and defence ministers' 
meeting in Tunis today, and the se- 
cond is the. Arab League follow-up 
committee oh Lebanon, comprising 
the foreign ministers of Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Lebanon and Kuwait, 
which is due to reconvene on Satur- 
day. 

It is not clear what is likely to 
emerge from these two meetings, 
but observers here note that one 
possibility would be reconfirmation 
of an earlier Arab League call on 
the PLO to desist from using 
Lebanon as a base for attacks on 
Israel. 

The PLO might be amenable to 
such a call, which it has accepted in 
the past. If so, this would effectively 
bypass the thorny problem of hav- 
ing to arrange a formal cease-fire 
between the terrorist organization 
and Israel. 

Israel has already indicated that it 
wjuld stop shooting if the “other

FLO: Israeli strikes self-defeating

"Long live Begin,” a PLO ter- 
rorist told a foreign newsman as 
shells rained down on the PLO- 
controlled town of Nabatiyeh in 
South Lebanon. 

“We are happy' that Israel 
launched these air-raids here and in 
Beirut,” the terrorist, who in- 
troduced himself as Sa’ad, told the 
Associated Press’s Nicholas Tatro. 

"Now we can shell their settle- 
ments which we didn't do before... 
We wish Begin would, live for a 
long time — his mistakes are good 
for us ” 

Another terrorist said, "We are 
still firing at Israel, and so fax Begin 
has not been able to fulfil his 
promise to stop the shelling.” 

Terrorists said they were getting 
new .weapons and ammunition to 
the South by boat, on the backs of 
mules, along dirt tracks and on foot 
"The only people they’re hurting 
are the local civilian population. We 


have our own supply system,” said a 
local terrorist commander. 

Nabatiyeh was one of several ter- 
rorist targets in South Lebanon 
which came under Israeli air and ar- 
tillery attack yesterday. 

Lebanese authorities are quoted 
as saying 1 1 people were killed and 
IS wounded — most of them 
Lebanese civilians — when Israeli 
planes struck a hastily repaired sec- 
tion of the Qassmieh bridge over the 
Litani river. 

Reports indicated that despite the 
destruction of several bridges over 
the Lilani and Zaharani rivers since 
Israel launched its latest anti- 
terrorist offensive two weeks ago, 
makeshift repairs have enabled traf- 
fic to continue flowing, albeit at a 
severely reduced rate. Israel TV 
earlier this week showed footage of 
cars and trucks fording shallow sec- 
tions of the rivers. 

The toll since the Israeli offensive 
began on July 10 has been pul by 
Lebanese authorities at well over 
400 dead and 1,200 injured.

Habib seeks Saudi aid

WASHINGTON. — U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger yesterday made it 
clear that the Reagan ad- 
ministration regards Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin as the major culprit in the 
recent escalation of Arab-Israeli 
violence. He accused Israel of 
derailing the Middle East peace 
efforts of U.S. envoy Philip 
Habib with its bombings of 
Beirut and the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor. 

Referring to the premier, 
Weinberger said: "His course can- 
not really be described as moderate 
at this point." 

(Israel Radio last' night quoted 
Jerusalem diplomatic sources as ex- 
pressing astonishment at 
Weinberger’s charge that Israel had 
twice torpedoed the Habib mission. 
They said Israel knew nothing of 
Habib ever having begen near suc- 
cess and the opposite was true. 
Israel had acted with patience and 
moderation in giving Habib enough 
time to* solve the problem, although 
he had made no progress and the 
Syrian missiles in Lebanon were still 
there threatening Israel's security. 

The circles described as "naivete 
or wickedness” Weinberger's at- 
tempt to portray Saudi Arabia as 
moderate, and recalled that it had 


Reagan: Israel also 
victim of violence 

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Ronald Reagan said yesterday he 
wants to see an end to the violence 
on both rides in the current Israel- 
Lebanon conflict. 

Speaking to reporters on the 
south lawn of the White House, 
Reagan refused to criticize Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin as an 
obstacle to a solution to the crisis. 

On the efforts of U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib to obtain a cease-fire, 
Reagan said, “The whole thing is 
still in the process. I know Habib 
has gone to Beirut — I understand 
at Begin's urging. I hope we will 
have a lessening of the violence.” 
Asked if there are limits to his 
patience with' the Begin government 
and with its new policy of increased 
military strikes into Lebanon, 
Reagan replied, "I want an end to 
the whole violence. Remember this 
also ... that they (the Israelis) are 
subject to repeated rocket attacks 
on civilian quarters themselves.” 

called for the banner of jihad (holy 
war) against Israel.) 

Weinberger's comments were the 
sharpest public criticism of Israel to 
date by a top administration official. 
The comments, made during an in- 
terview with ABC’s Good Morning 
America news programme, came as 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 


met with Israeli Ambassador 
Ephraim Evron. 

Evron emerged from the one- 
hour meeting to tell reporters that 
the U.S. and Israel were currently 
going through “one of the most dif- 
ficult hours” in their historic 
relationship. He called the 
suspended delivery of already- 
contracted arms to Israel 
"unprecedented.” 

Evron said that Haig had 
welcomed the Israeli government’s 
decision on Tuesday to give Habib 
the green light to try to ease the cur- 
rent tensions. Haig also reaffirmed 
during the meeting, according to 
Evron, that the basic U.S.-lsraeli 
relationship will not be adversely af- 
fected by the current differences. 

Israeli officials here have long felt 
that Haig personalty was con- 
siderably more sympathetic towards 
Israel than some other administra- 
tion policy makers, especially 
Weinberger. This assessment was 
strengthened yesterday. 

Thus. Evron publicly rejected 
Weinberger's contention that Israel 
has derailed the peace process. 

"I don’t want to get into a public 
argument with the secretary of 
defence, but 1 think he's wrong in 
this case,” Evron said. 

On television, Weinberger said 
that Habib twice had been dose to 
achieving an agreement to remove 
the Syrian missiles from Lebanon 
but the Israeli actions had under- 
mined those efforts.

Air Force bombs bridges again

The terrorists by 10 p.m. had un- 
leashed about five separate barrages 
which began in the early afternoon 
in the direction of Western Galilee 
and the Galilee panhandle.

Jaffa murder 
victim linked 
to ‘Israeli mafia’ 

TEL AVIV (Him). — A 30-year-old 
man, who was believed to have been 
connected with the "Israeli mafia” 
in Los Angeles, was found shot to 
death in Jaffa yesterday evening. 
Police say the man Yehoshua Levy, 
of Bat Yam, was slain by two pistol 
shots in his head and breast. The 
body was found by a Jaffa resident 
in the incompleted building of the 
Eisenberg Hospital on Rehov Gaza 
while for a wallet he had lost. 

Police estimate that Levy was kil- 
led during the morning. 

Levy, who returned to Israel in 
April, left for the U.S. in 1974 and 
a/ter settling down in Los Angeles, 
married an American woman by 
whom he had two children. He 
brought with him a Cadillac which 
still has American licence plates. 

A team of police investigators, 
most of them from the drugs divi- 
sion, is looking into the possibility 
that Levy was either murdered after !

Europeans take action on dollar 
after deadlock at Ottawa summit 


OTTAWA (Reuter). — The Ottawa 
summit, like many of its predeces- 
sors, has ended with few solutions to 
world economic problems, and ma* 
jor differences substantially un- 
resolved. 

But several European govern- 
ments took action yesterday after 
the summit to bring down the value 
of the dollar on foreign exchange 
markets. • 

The typically bland final summit 
communique' on Tuesday night 
represented a minimum consensus 
among the seven leaders on 
economic issues with the wording 
open to vurious interpretations, 
summit sources said. - 

The communique said it was 


“highly desirable to minimize 
volatility of interest rates and ex- 
change rates," but left unsaid how 
this was to be achieved and what 
time-scale was envisaged. 

The Europeans departed still very 
much concerned by 20 per cent 
US. interest rates, which they claim 
have drained capital from their 
economies and overvalued the 
American dollar. 

.President Ronald Reagan also 
left as he came, vowing to stick to 
tight fiscal and monetary policies 
until inflation is brought under con- 
trol, no matter how painful that 
course proves. 

Nevertheless, reports from 
London said concerted intervention 


by several West European central 
banks brought the dollar down 
sharply on foreign exchange 
markets yesterday, possibly 
heralding a new drive to stem the 
dollar’s rise. 

West Germany's Bundesbank 
sold SI 3.35 million at the Frankfurt 
midday fixing, its first support ac- 
tion at the fixing- this week, as the 
dollar was so* lower at 2.4470 
marks. It then retreated further in 
nervous late trading to 2.4365 
marks, down almost three pfennigs 
on its early highs. 

In Zurich the dollar closed at 
2,1000 Swiss francs, after 11142 on 
Monday.

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Air Force, 
although adhering to the new 
policy of attacking terrorists even 
when they are ensconced in popula- 
tion centres, is nevertheless trying 
to keep civilian casualties down in 
its strikes against Lebanon, IAF 
Commander Aluf David Ivri said 
yesterday. 

Commenting on last Friday’s 
strike on two Palestinian head- 
quarters in Beirut that also housed 
civilians, Ivri said IAF pilots had 
made every effort to hit the high- 
rise buildings but spare the sur- 
rounding area.

Begin’s coalition talks

TEL AVIV. — The wheels of the 
coalition negotiations have slowed 
down during the past two days 
because Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin is being kept busy by the 
crisis in the north. The only excep- 
tion has been a brief meeting on 
Tuesday with Tami's Aharon 
Abuhatzeira, but even that lasted 
less than IQ minutes. 

Neither is Begin due to renew 
coalition talks today which will be 
taken up for the most part by a 
cabinet meeting. But, meanwhile, 
sub-committees of party represen- 
tatives are working out agreements 
on less controversial questions. 

Some sources close to the prime 
minister claim that he may be play- 
ing a brinkmanship game. They say 
that potential coalition partners are 
fearful of early new elections. And 
if it appears that Begin is in danger 
of exceeding the 21 -day limit he has 
set himself to form his government, 
then the political parties will soften 
their demands at the last moment. 

One immediate problem Begin 
faces is that Agudat Yisraei's Coun- 
cil of Tora Sages yesterday in- 
definitely postponed its next 
meeting. The Council is the Aguda's 
supreme authority, and its approval 
is essential for any coalition agree- 
ment the party's politicians may 
work out. The meeting was to have 
been held yesterday, but one of the 
Council's chairmen. Rabbi Eliezer 


Shach of the Ponevezh yeshiva, had 
reportedly said there is no point in 
calling the body together since its 
deliberations are tendentiously 
leafed out. He is said to be angiy 
that his aiiack upon the Lubavicher 
eebbe at the last meeting was made 
public.

marry here. Begin, it is reported, 
will again stress to Aguda leaders 
that he cannot compel the Liberals 
to vote against their conscience. He 
is expected to ask the Aguda to give 
him an opportunity to seek a ma- 
jority for its amendment and that 
the matter in fact remain un- 
resolved in the coalition agreement.

President Ronald Reagan, earlier 
yesterday, assembled his National 
Security Council to review the tense 
situation along the Israeli-Lebanese 
frontier and other related develop- 
ments. 

Administration officials con- 
firmed that the establishment of a 
cease-fire between Israel and the 
PLO alone was unlikely to result in 
the lifting of the suspended delivery 
of F-16 fighters to Israel. A more 
“stable" overall situation in the 
region, was needed they said. 

In addition, the officials said that 
the administration will continue to 
press the Begin government to ac- 
cept some new specific guidelines 
on the acceptable use of U.S.- 
supplied weaponry. 

“It s not going to be easy to 
reverse what’s been done/' a U.S. 
official was quoted as having told 
The Washington Post on its front 
page. “This could be a watershed 
for U.S. policy with Israel.” 

Israeli officials here were par- 
ticularly upset that Weinberger did 
not 'refer to the escalated Palesti- 
nian shelling of northern Israel as 
the source of the current crisis. 
Thus, there was the impression that 
Israel alone was to blame. 

Neither the White House nor the 
Slate Department would comment 
on Weinberger’s remarks. 

Weinberger said Habib "was 
starting to make very good progress,' 
assisted by Saudi Arabia and other 
countries of the moderate Arab na- 
tions, with respect to the situation

Well-placed U.S. officials con- 
firmed later yesterday that U.S.- 
Israeli relations could even get 
worse in the coming weeks unless 
there is a reduced level of tension in 
the region. 

Already, they said, various of- 
ficials at the Pentagon and the State 
Department are drafting, recqm- ■ 
mendations to toughen up the U.S. 
punitive actions against Israel;' pos- 
sibly including ‘an expaflded*'Arin& 
embargo. 

So far, however, only delivery of 
the F-l 6s is involved. But that could 1 
be expanded to include other 
weapons in the pipeline as well as 
additional punishment of Israel un- 
less some concrete progress on the 
peace front becomes clear. 

While Begin and the Israeli 
government refuse to state flatly 
that Habib had been given the go- 
ahead to achieve a cease-fire with 
the PLO, that, in effect, was Israel's 
message, according to U.S. officials. 

But the Israeli government was 
unwilling to say anything publicly 
which could be interpreted as 
recogn ition of the PLO or elevation 
of its political standing. 

Washington has been working 
through Lebanon and Saudi Arabia 
as well as through the UN in com- 
municating with the PLO. White 
House counsellor Ed Meese said 
again that the U.S. would refrain 
from dealing directly with the PLO. 

Israeli officials have not protested 
this third-country communication 
between the U.S. and the PLO. 

State Department spokesman 
Alan Romberg was cautious in 
noting that the on-the-ground situa- 
tion in Lebanon yesterday was 
“maybe somewhat better” than 
before.

rorist supply routes from the north 
into South Lebanon.

UN calls for immediate cease-fire

UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
Security Council last night adopted 
a resolution calling for an im- 


mediate cease-fire in Lebanon, but 
at the same time avoided any men- 
tion or direct condemnation of 
Israel or the PLO. 

The resolution approved un- 
animously by the council also in- 
structs Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim to report “on the 
implementation of this resolution as 
soon as possible, but not leas than 48 
hours." 

Waldheim said PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat had told him that the Palesti- 
nian terrorists would observe a 
cease-fire if Israel would do so. 


American suggestions to resolve the 
crisis will result in U.S. support for a 
tougher resolution. 

Last night, the Americans were 
very active in behind-tbe-scene at- 
tempts to revise the original draft 
resolution sponsored by Spain, 
Japan and Ireland. The Americans 
demanded a change -in the original 
text, basically the omission of two 
paragraphs in the preamble of the 
resolution, one of which included 
expression of concern at the serious 
implications for “peace and 
security" in the. area.

MOSCOW (AP). — Jewish activist 
Stanislav Zubko has been sentenced 
to four years in a prison camp by a 
court in the Ukrainian capital of 
Kiev, following his conviction on 
charges of possessing a gun and 
hashish, sources said on Tuesday. 

Zubko, a chemist, applied to 
emigrate from the Soviet Union in 
197 9, but was refused permission. 
He became active in the Jewish 
emigration movement and, during 
an interview in Kiev last April, al- 
leged that authorities were harass- 
ing him for his activities. 

Jewish sources in Moscow 
claimed the charges against him 
were false, and that his conviction 
was pan of a campaign to suppress 
the emigration movement. 

Sources said that the prosecutor 
asked the court to sentence Zubko 
to five years, but that the court 
chose lighter punishment “in view 
of his good work record."

TEL AVIV. — The financial plight 
of the local authorities has 
worsened considerably during the 
past months, bringing many 
authorities to' the brink of collapse, 
chairman of the Union of Local 
Authorities Pinhas Eylon said 
yesterday. In telegrams to Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and. Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor, Eylon 
demanded an urgent meeting to dis- 
cuss the situation. 

On Tuesday, Interior Minister 
Director-General Haim Kubersky 
circulated, a memorandum among 
the local authorities, instructing 
them to “freeze" all contract sign- 
ing and personnel hiring. The 
memorandum says that because of 
the government's large-scale 
printing of money during June, it- is 
unable to stay, within the limits of its 
budget. Local authority heads must 
therefore obtain special permission 
from the Interior Minister for every 
financial outlay, except for those 
connected with preparing for the 


people, according to the state com- 
ptroller. 

On May 1; union representatives 
met with representatives of the 
Ministries of Interior and Finance, 
outlining the authorities' financial 
plight — their inability to function 
without updated budgets and the 
difficulties created by the govern- 
ment's delays in transferring funds. : 

The Finance Ministry asked for 
two weeks to study the documents 
presented by Eylon at the meeting, 
but he has not yet received a reply. 

Last month, Eylon reminded 
Aridor of the gravity of the situa- 
tion, noting the threat of closure, es- 
pecially for the smaller councils, but 
again had no reply. 

- Last week, Eylon cabled the two 
ministries again. By this time, local 
council workers in Umm et-Fahm 
were on strike because the council 
was unable to meet its payroll, and 
the Shfar'am council was headed in 
the same direction. The other 52 
Arab local councils are on the verge - 
of closure and dozens of the Jewish 
councils are paralyzed, because of

Life is going to be made more dif- 
ficult for obstreperous Tel Aviv and 
Eilat residents who dirty the cor- 
ridors and stairways of their apart- 
ment blocks, 'engage in boisterous 
merry-making in the small hours of 
the morning and refuse to chip in 
their share of communal 
maintenance fees. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
signed an order this week extending 
the provisions of a 1969 law dealing 
with relations between apartment- 
dwellers to cover all cooperative 
apartment blocks in the 
municipalities of Tel Aviv and Eilat. 

The order will take effect on 
September 1. 

The law already covers non- 
registered cooperative apartments 
in Jerusalem, and negotiations are 
under way in several other 
municipalities in an effort to extend 
the law to all parts of the country. 

The law allows quarrels between 


neighbours over living conditions 
and disputes with apartment house 
committees to bypass the normal 
legal process and to be dealt with by 
a special local committee whose 
supervisor has the powers of a 
judge. 

Until recently the law applied 
only to apartment blocks registered 
in the government’s Register of 
Cooperative Houses. But it can take 
five to seven years to register new 
buildings and even longer to register 
buildings belonging partly or wholly 
to government housing firms. 

The situation was particularly 
serious in Eilat, where no apartment 
blocks are currently registered as 
cooperative houses. 

The new law will allow judge- 
ments to be rendered “in less than a 
month and at a fraction of the cost 
of a normal court battle,” said* Sam 
Ben-Shitrit, director of the 
Jerusalem branch of the 
government-supported Better 
Homes Society. 


FRANKFURT (UPI). — Jewish 
graves in three cemeteries were 
desecrated early on Tuesday in the 
latest of a series of neo-Nazi actions 
that began over the weekend, police 
said yesterday.

Fangari said that government of- 
fices which have been reluctant to 
absorb these graduates have ap- 
parently misunderstood President 
Anwar Sadat’s statement last May 
that no graduate would be allowed 
to have a government post. 


“Some people thought at the time 
that the president's statement was 
an attempt by the government to 
abandon its commitment to secure 
full employment for university 
graduates, as has been its custom 
for the past two decades,” The 
Egyptian Gazette explained. ■ 

What the president meant, it is 
noted, was that he intended to give 
graduates land to cultivate in 
various parts of the country. 

“The government, in collabora- 
tion with the (ruling) National 
Democratic Party, has proved that it 
was completely serious about dis- 
tributing land among graduates,” 
the paper added. * 

But Fangari insists that until this 
goal is "completely” accomplished, 
employment should be provided.

TEL AVIV . — After years of receive 
ing free dental care at school, most 
of Tel Aviv's children will now have 
to pay to go to the dentist, because 
the city is cutting its public services. 

Free dental service will now be- 
given only to first grade pupils. 

The municipality recently an- 
nounced the closure of dozens of 
dental clinics treating children, in- 
cluding mobile clinics which went 
from school to school giving regular 
checkups. 

This cutback will cost needy and . 
low-income families thousands of 
shekels which they cannot afford, 
municipal council member Ya’akov 
Vana (Alignment) said yesterday. 
Many families will neglect their 
children's teeth, thus causing dif- 
ficult dental problems in the future, 
he warned.

340 tests of water supply show it’s safe, officials say

Officials responsible for the 
purity of the nation’s drinking water 
carried out 340 tests at different 
points of the water-delivery system 
on Monday, which showed that the 
water is safe for drinking. 

Meir Ben-Meir, national water 
commissioner and director-general 
of the Agriculture Ministry, told a 
press conference in Jerusalem 
yesterday that there were 77 
' bacteriological tests, 18 biological, 
and 245 chemical. They were carried 
out on the water in the national 
water carrier and at points where 
water is fed into the supply systems 
of major localities in different parts 


of the country. 

Referring to recent press reports 
about the allegedly unsafe state of 
the country's drinking water, Ben- 
Meir, flanked, by a battery of water 
and public-health officials, accused 
“certain elements,” whom he did 
not name, of “creating unnecessary 
panic” about the water situation. 

•Ben-Meir; Professor Baruch 
Mod art, Health Ministry director- ' 
general; Prof. Alexander Donagi, 
head .of ; the- latter.. ministry’s 
research institute for environmental 
health, and others, sought to reas- 
sure the public that Israel’s water is 
among the best in the world and 
that the nations} authorities are do- 
ing all that is required of them to see * 


to it thattfiis situation continues. 

In fact,’ they said, Israel observes 
stricter standards than the rest of 
the world. Abroad, water is con- 
sidered contaminated when it con- 
tains 10 units of contamination. In 
Israel, the limit is two units. 

Prof. Donagi noted that last year, 
31,055 tests were carried out 
countrywide. With only 0.06 per 
cent of them- showing contamina- 
tion. 

The problem, the spokesmen 
said, is that people sometimes drink 
water from unapproved sources — 
from the Nahal Amud wadi in the 
North, for example. Moreover, the 
local authorities do not always deal 
promptly with sewage leakages that 


contaminate the drinking water. 

The Mekorot water company and 
the national authorities are in- 
troducing additional sophisticated 
methods of supervision, they said. 

The participants in the press con- 
ference also included Shmuel Can- 
tor, head of Mekorot; Dr. 
Yehoshua Shlark, Jerusalem district 
health officer; and Dr. Michael 
Lavi, head of the public tealth ad- 
ministration. 

The press conference follows 
Monday's widely publicized 
meeting in Tel Aviv of the ministers 
of agriculture, health and -interior, 
their directors-general and other 
senior officials to discuss the quality 
of the country’s drinking water.

Poles avert major strikes

The message said that under the 
leadership of the Communist Party 
and with the close cooperation with 
the Soviet Union and other socialist 
stales, Poland "has got firmly on the 
road of building socialism."

A few hours earlier, employees of 
the state-run airlines LOT 
suspended their strike threatened 
for tomorrow after receiving as- 
surances from the government of 
more say in running the airline and 
a promise by Prime Minister Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelskt that a new law 
on airlines operation would be con- 
sidered. 

The two strikes represented* the 
first test of strength between 
Solidarity and the new, 
democratically elected Communist 
leadership. . 


Polish hijacker to be tried 


BERLIN (AP). — A West' Berlin 
magistrate yesterday ordered a 21- 
year-old Pole held for trial for hi- 
jacking a Polish plane on a domestic 
flight and forcing it to land at the- 
US. military airfield in West Berlin. 

A Justice Ministry spokesman 
said Bema Pientka told officials he 
commandeered the LOT Polish 
Airlines AN-24 on Tuesday because 
he was disillusioned with- the 
political and economic system in 
Poland and feared he would soon be 
drafted into the army. 

The spokesman added that 
Pientka also .told .them, he ,.ha.d„*, 
girlfriend wh’b' had'rdcerftiy 
emigrated to the West German city 
of Aschaffenburg. 

The propeller-driven aircraft 
landed at around 5 p.m. local time 
at the U.S. Teelhof Air Base just 
west of the Berlin Wall.

VIENNA (UPI). — The worst rain- 
falls recorded in 124 years and the 
heavy summer snowstorms now 
sweeping Europe have taken 12 
lives and caused damage amounting 
to millions of dollars, officials said 
yesterday. 

“We have had the heaviest rain- 
fall since 1857 in the past four 
days'." a government official said. 
“The damage done by the floods 
camfbt yet be estimated, but it will 
certainly run into millions of dol- 
lars." 

In Austria, four people were 


drowned in the flooding of the 
Danube River, which was still rising 
at a rate of 2.5 centimetres per hour 
and approaching the emergency 
mark at Vienna. 

In West Germany, four people, 
including a two-year-old girl, were 
reported dead in the Hooded rivers 
in the south. 

In France, three mountain 
climbers were found frozen to death 
in the high Alps in a remote hut 
blocked by avalanches. 

In Czechoslovakia, one person 
was drowned in the floods of the

about seven hours later. 

Poland's official PAP news 
agency said Pientka was “armed 
with a gun containing one cartridge 
and a dummy grenade" and that he 
had “terrorized a stewardess” dur- 
ing the hijacking. 

“Representatives of .the Pdish 
military mission in West Berlin were 
present during the hearing, which 
was not the case with earlier hi- 
jackings,” PAP said. 

The hijacking was the fourth LOT 
hijacking to West Berlin since 1969.

Spain snubs royal wedding 


LONDON. — King Juan Carlos of 
Spain and his wife, Queen Sofia, 
have decided not to attend next 
week's wedding of Prince Charles 
and Lady Diana Spencer, 
Buckingham Palace announced 
Tuesday night. 

No official reason was given, but 
the king was believed to be angry 
•over the royal couple's decision to 
stay at the British colony of 
Gibraltar before embarking on a 
honeymoon cruise in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

Gibraltar has been a British 
colony 'since** joint Dutch-aritish 
"force seized it from*Spain in-. U&C 
The Spanish, however, continue to 
claim sovereignty although it was 
ceded to Britain under the 1713 
Treaty of Utrecht. 

Charles and Diana are to spend 
the first two days of their honey- 
moon at Broadlands, the royal es- 
tate in Hampshire, and then travel 


to Gibraltar, where they will board 
the Royal Yacht Britannia. 

Asked whether Prince Charles 
and Lady Diana were aware that by 
visiting Gibraltar they might be 
causing a diplomatic flap, the 
palace spokesman said, "As always, 
when members of the Royal family 
travel overseas, the Foreign Office 
is consulted. But the nature of (its) 
advice has to remain confidential” 

With a week to go before the 
wedding, an opinion poll published 
yesterday showed that most Britons 
think Queen. Elizabeth should ab- 
-difiple mjhvojr of her son arid heir. 
L-thfi poll, puhushed in the Guardian 
newspaper, found that 63 per cent 
of people questioned felt the queen 
should abdicate at some time in the 
future, although only 10 per cent 
said she should step down im- , 
mediately. Twenty-four per cent 
said the queen should remain on the 
throne until she dies. (AP, Reuter) 


Mysterious crash of Iranian plane in USSR 


MOSCOW (UPI). — A plane which 
entered Soviet territory from the 
direction of Iran collided with a 
Soviet craft and burst into flames, 
the official Tass news agency said 
yesterday. 

The brief item said the incident 
took place on July 18. 

The unidentified plane entered 
Soviet air space near Yerevan, the 
capita! of Soviet Armenia, coming 


from the direction of Iran. 

"The crew did not respond to any 
inquiries by Soviet ground air traffic 
control services and to attempts to 
render help to it, and continued the 
flight over Soviet territory, perform- 
ing dangerous maneuvers. Some 
time later the plane collided with a 
Soviet plane, collapsed and burnt 
down." Tass gave no casualty 
figures or further details.

ATHENS (UFI). — Two persons 
died and more than 70 were 
wounded yesterday in a bomb at- 
tack on a travel and shipping agency 
in Athens' port of Piraeus, police 
said. 

Among the dead was one of the 
owners, Mrs. Evgenia Angelikoussi. 

Witnesses said three coloured 
men drove up to the Angelikoussi 
agency on a busy street one block 
from the waterfront at 11.30 a.m. 
Two of the itfen burst into the 
ground floor office and sprayed it 
with gunfire before dumping a 
home-made bomb in a bag at the 
entrance. 

The bomb went off a few minutes 
after the three made their getaway, 
injuring 72 persons, mostly passers- 
by attracted by the gunshots, a 
police spokesman said.

Hundreds reported killed 


in Afghanistan fighting 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (UPI). — 
Afghan rebels and civilians on the 
outskirts of Kabul recently battled 
Soviet and government troops in 
what was the heaviest fighting since 
the Soviet military intervention 21 
months ago, a western diplomat said 
yesterday. 

The fighting, which left hundreds 
of casualties on both sides, occurred 
July 13-15 in -and around Pag man 
town, 25 kilometres northwest of 
Kabul, and was triggered by a 
Soviet offensive to. clean up rebel 
nests. 

But the Soviets and government 
troops did not achieve their objec- 


The hospital, about 55 kilometres 
from Afghanistan has treated most 
of the wounded rebel soldiers and 
civilians who have crossed the 
border over the past five, weeks. 


Iran’s 15-year-olds to vote 


in presidential elections 


ANKARA (UPI). — Iran’s ruling 
clergy yesterday lowered the voting 
age by one year in an attempt to 
boost the turnout of young militant 
voters in tomorrow's presidential 
elections. 


Interior Minister Mohammed 
Reza Mahdavi-Kani, in a Teheran 
radio interview, said 15-year-old 
boys and girls can now join the poll- 
ing queues to elect a successor to 
ex-president Aboihassan Bani-Sadr, 
fired by Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini a month ago and now 
said to be hiding somewhere in Iran 
with anti-Khomeini Kurdish guerril- 
las. 


Kani said voters for simultaneous 
elections to the Majlis (parliament), 
however, must not be less than 16 
years, because of a legislative over- 
sight noticed shortly before the 
election campaign started this 
week. . . 


Kani called for public vigilance to 
ensure peaceful polling. 
Underground opposition groups, in- 
cluding the Mojahideen Khalq 
guerrilla group and the moderate 
: National Front, have announced 
that their supporters will boycott 
the polls despite a government 
threat to cut off food and fuel ra- 
tions of anyone who Tails to vote. 

Revolutionary forces stepped lip 
security measures around the four 
presidential contestants, including 
- Prime Minister Mohammed All Ra- 
jai, after gunmen on Monday .shot 
and wounded one of the candidates, 
Habiboliah Asgar Owladi 
Musulman. 

An Iranian, government un- 
dersecretary yesterday escaped an 
assassination attempt, but his 
bodyguard was hospitalized with in- 
juries, Pars news agency said, 
without .specifying what weapon 
was used. 


SA police hunt power plant bombers 


Police have sealflfLxaff.the. South, 
African-Swaziland .border with 
roadblocks, in . a massive drag-net 
for the black nationalist guerrillas 
responsible for Tuesday’s bombing 
of three power stations in the 
Eastern Transvaal Province, Police 
Minister Louis Le Grange said ' 
yesterday. 

Le Grange said the guerrillas of 
the African National Congress, 
which seeks to overthrow the white 
minority government, probably 
entered South Africa from Mozam- ' 
bique, stopping off in Swaziland. He 
said it was likely that the saboteurs 
had already fled back across the 


» border into Swaziland, a tiny 
i krngdom and former British prODwS 
to rate that shares a common -border 
with South Africa and Mozambi- 
que. • 

Despite the minister’s statement, 
police continued to man roadblocks 
throughout the country. 

The guerrillas struck before dawn 
on Tuesday at three power stations: 
Ermelo, 250 kilometres east * of 
Johannesburg; Middleburg, 1 150 km. 
to the northeast; and a station on 
the outskirts of Pretoria. Le Grange 
said a total of 15 explosions rocked 
the three power stations, plunging a 
large area of the country into

Second panda cub. bom to Ying Ying in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (UPf). — The se- 
cond giant panda cub ever naturally 
conceived in captivity — a creature 
barely 10 centimetres long and 
weighing just over 85 grammes — 
was born on Tuesday in Mexico 
City's Chapultepec Zoo, officials 
said. 

Ying Ying, who rewrote 
zoological history last August when 
she mothered the first giant' panda 


cub successfully bred in captivity 
was resting comfortably in isolation 
with her latest offspring, zoo of- 
ficials said. 

“The entire birth took. about 30 
minutes," said Chapultepec Zoo 
genera] administrator Gavino Vas- 
quez. “The mother made turns and 
then stretched out completely. She 
finally laid against a wall, stretched 
her legs back and dropped the cub."

“They have this 
idea that asking people questions 
can cause serious psychological 
harm. We sociologists think that 
this is ridiculously exaggerated, but 
it’s one of the reasons a study of this 
type and magnitude would be very 
difficult to do in the U.S. today." 

THOSE young couples not in 
■ Marcus’ control group will be 
-divided into four groups: 

One group win only receive infor- 
mation; the second, information 
and referral; the third, information, 
referral and counselling within the 
family unit; and the fourth group 
will receive all those services plus 
group therapy with other families 
who have similar problems. 

There have been studies which 
show that 60 per cent of the time, 
social work doesn’t change anything 
r— that it makes things better in 20 
per cent of the cases, and makes 
things worse in 20 per cent, says 
Marcus. 

“I think that what’s wrong with 
all those studies is that they don’t 
take into account .the individual 
worker's personality and .abilities or 
tile interaction between a particular 
worker and the particular client,” 
he explains. "What we want to get is 
baseline data on each type of treat- 
ment so that we can then determine 
the 'added' value which the social 
worker brings to it when intake is 
done properly, and the client is 
matched up with the worker who 
has the right personality and skills 
to help him.”

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THE BALLET Folklorico de Mex- 
ico. which opened hs performances 
hi Israel recently in the cavernous 
Sultan's Pool below Jerusalem's Old 
City, is used to dancing outdoors.

Outdoor rhythm

120-member resident troupe that 
performs in the National Palace, 
and a travelling group of 55 dancers, 
which is currently on a five-month 
lour from London to Hungary, 
Greece. Holland, Yugoslavia, Italy 
and Israel. 

The performers rarely dance on 
their toes, but barefoot, or wearing 
boots mi sandals — they pound out 
rhythms that make the stage 
reverberate. One dancer twirls a las- 
so around his female partner. 
Another programme highlight is the 
band of dagger-swinging warriors, 
on horses of papier machfe, 
festooned with layers of coloured 
cloth. 

The troupe brought with it two 
tons of costumes and props. 

Hernandez, whose two daughters 
Norma and Vivian n work with her in 
the troupe", says she is inspired in 
her choreography by what she sees 
in village visits throughout Mexico. 
Her country has a very rich culture, 
she explains, which dates back to 
the Indians and was enriched by the 
sophisticated influences of the 
Spanish, in addition to a French and 
Austrian flavour brought by the 
troops of Emperor Maximilian of 
Hapsburg who arrived in Mexico in 
the 19th century. 


ALTHOUGH the original Mexican 
dances were usually performed as 
ritual worship, “our dancers, on the 
other hand, are performing in the 
theatre for the public with an entire- 
ly different stale of mind,” says 
Hernandez. 

Hernandez, who visited Israel in 
1973 with her touring troupe to per- 
form at the Jerusalem Theatre and 
the Caesarea amphitheatre, says 
that she feels at home buying fruits 
and vegetables at Jerusalem's 
Mahane Yehuda open-air market. It 
reminds her of a Mexican market 
except that “there is no singing 
here." To her, Jerusalem is very dif- 
ferent from Mexico City — “so 
while, without the splashes of 
colour from the red roofing and the 
splashes of wild vegetation/’ 

She is unfamiliar with Israel's !n- 
bal Dance Company and its at- 
tempts to preserve ethnic Jewish 
culture in dance, but is highly 
impressed by the performances she 
has seen of the Bat-Dor Company. 

A fter dancing at the Sultan's Pool 
in cooperation with Jerusalem's 
Khan Theatre, the Ballet Folklorico 
de Mexico will be performing in 
such out-of-the-way places as 
Sha’ar Hanegev and Kiryat Haim. 


“WE DECLARE war oH 
imperialism and all forms of 
colonialism, including Zionism, 
which is linked to world 
imperialism.” 

This is a plank in the platform of 
one of the most influential groups 
among Iranian Jewry today — the 
Organization of Jewish Intellectuals 
in Iran, which maintains close links 
with the Iranian authorities. Hie ac- 
tivities of this group are described 
by Dr. Amnon Netzer of the 
Hebrew University *in the latest 
series of Shazar Library booklets (in 
Hebrew). The series, issued by the 
Hebrew University’s Institute of 
Contemporary Jewry, contains dis- 
cussions held by the Study Circle on 
World Jewry in the Home of the 
President at Israel. 

Dr. tfetzer is highly critical of the 
Jewish leadership in Iran under the 
Shah. They were drawn from the 
wealthy class, closely connected 
with the royal court. Their attitudes 
towards the Jewish community were 
comparable to those of the Iranian 
rulers towards the people. They kept 
the community on an even keel, but 
neglected Jewish education and 
culture, Netzer writes. The level of 
Jewish schooling was generally low 
and many Jews sent their children 
to non-Jewish schools. 

There was growing resentment in

the community and eventually in 
March 1978, a group of the younger 
generation staged a revolt against 
Die. entrenched leadership and ob- 
tained control of the community, 
following a strident election cam- 
paign. -The members of the new 
community committee included 
men who had been imprisoned by 
the Shah for subversive activities 
arid former members of Tudeh the 
Communist party. This new 
leadership dismantled the outdated 
structure of community leadership, 
but new elections in the summer of 
1978 saw the overthrow of the 
radicals and the installation of a 
leadership of moderates. 

HOWEVER the Organization of 
Jewish Intellectuals continues to be 
a force, Netzer explains. It has some 
200 active members and about 1,000 
supporters (in a community which 
today totals about 50,000). Its 
leaders include a number of 
engineers and graduates of leftist 
universities. Since 1979 they. have 
published a journal called Tammuz 


in which the views expressed 
generally agree with those of the 
present Iranian regime. The leaders 
have appeared on radio and TV and 
have been granted audiences with 
the country's leaders, including the 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

It has been reported that one of 
the group met Khomeini when he 
was living in exile in Paris and 
promised him the support of Iran’s 
Jews, presumably in return for 
guarantees of their welfare. Follow- 
ing this, there were a number of 
Jewish anti-Shah demonstrations, 
the first of which — on December 
II. 1978 — attracted 5,000 
protesters. 

Members of this Organization of 
Jewish Intellectuals welcomed the 
PLO representative and applauded 
the transfer of the Israel diplomatic, 
mission to the PLO after the 
Revolution. They made public 
statements condemning Zionism 
and praising the Palestinian revolu- 
tion and the PLO, which were 
relayed over Teheran Radio. They 
also arranged for Moslem religious 


leaders involved in the new regime 
to give talks in synagogues. 

Their journal details the group’s 
programme, which includes active 
participation in the social life of the 
Iranian people and the creation of a 
Jewish society which wfil fight side- 
by-side for the revolution ensuring 
human rights; and fostering cultural 
and religious ties with Jews in other 
countries. The journal also carries 
complaints about the dissemination 
of anti-Jewish publications in Iran 
and about humiliations suffered by 
Jewish students at universities un- 
der the Khomeini regime. 

When the Jewish leader 
Alkanayan was put to death in May 
1979, the organization sent a delega- 
tion to Khomeini in Qum. Khomeini 
told them: “We differentiate 
between the Jewish community and 
Zionism. We are against Zionists, 
because they are not Jews but politi- 
cians. But the Jewish community is 
part of the Iranian people. Islam 
will treat them as it treats the other 
sectors of the population.” 

ANTI -ZIONISM among Iranian 
Jewish intellectuals is a recent 
phenomenon, developing in the 
wake of the Six Day War. It began 
among those who belonged to the 
outlawed Tudeh party and spread to 
others of Marxist inclination. One 


issue of Tammuz praises Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, “Chief Rabbi of the 
Jews of the East/'expeciallyfor say- 
ing that “to avoid bloodshed, it is 
permissible to abandon conquered 
territories.’’ 

The influence of the organization 
is much greater than hs numbers, 
particularly in the delicate relations 
with the regime. Most Iranian Jews 
reject its anti-Zionism and some of 
its members were attacked while 
trying to sell Tammuz. Dr. Netzer 
relates that after Alkanayan was ex- 
ecuted, members of the community 
stayed away from his grave for fear 
of being accused of complicity. The 
only Jew who had the courage to 
say kaddish at his grave was the head 
of the Organization of Jewish Intel- 
lectuals, a sixty-year old Com- 
munist.

FINAL BOWS taken, instruments 
neatly packed up, the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra concluded one of 
its happier seasons. Much about the 
calibre of performers and quality of 
performances during this season 
should make the IPO’s musicians 
and administration proud. 

Significantly, the last concert 
proved to be in no way a dispirited 
affair. The orchestra under Zubin 
Mehta enjoyed good form, playing 
host for the first time to an Egyptian 
pianist arid an American Gospel 
singing group. 

For Ramzi Yassa, sailing over the 
often perilous pianistic rocks of the 
Chopin concerto was smooth and 
effortless. Agile fingers enabled the 
pianist to negotiate, most of the 
technical passages without as much 
as dropping a note. Although Yas- 
sa’s. penchant for fast tempi . and his 
rather heavy left hand hardly con- 
tributed to much depth or poetic vi- 
sion, the clear, urbane rendition was 
quite convincing. The audience, in- 
cluding Egypt's ambassador, Sa’ad 
Moriada, accorded the soloist a 
deserved ovation. 

The second half of the concert, 
devoted to Black Gospel songs, saw 
the emotional climate change 
radically. Here, the music called 
for a relationship of immediate and 
spiritual communion of all involved, 
rendering the distinction between 
performer and listener superfluous. 

It did not take long for the 
singers, L. Michael Grey arid Betty 
Perkins, their pianist, Pamela 
Jamison, and the Inter- 
denominational Choir of Los 
Angeles — directed by Joe K. West- 
moreland — to achieve a very 
special rapport with their audience, 
new as the sensation of Gospel 
music must have been for most. ' 

The singing was marvellous, and 
Mehta on the podium and the 
orchestra percussionist, Kenneth 
Krohn, seemed to have a ball. Too 
bad the overwrought, unbalanced 
amplification made the choir barely 
audible, - while most of the 
orchestra, too, was only seen and 
not beard.

WHEN SOME six weeks ago. a 
bizarre automobile accident took 
the life of Valery Maisky, the 
prolific organist, harpsichordist and 
musicologist, the loss to our musical 
community was heavy indeed. ■ 

A dynamic, imaginative- artist, 
Maisky succeeded, in the eight 
years since arriving here, to set a 
new standard for Baroque music 
performances; his frequent, -ap- 
pearances with orchestras, his Bach 
series at the Immanuel Church in

Jaffa as well as his teaching activity 
— all were important features of 
local musical life. 

In taking time out from their 
crowded summer schedule to put on 
a special concert in Maisky’s 
memory — all the proceeds going to 
the Maisky fund — the IPO and its 
music director demonstrated a mov- 
ing human response. lt was the best 
memorial an Israeli musician could 
be accorded. 

Two things were obvious about 
the event, co-sponsored by Mayor 
Shlomo Lahal and the Arts for Ar- 
tists Association: an emphasis on 
the music of Bach, and the par- 
ticipation of'Michae! Maisky, a cel- 
list of international reputation and 
younger brother of Valery. 

In the colourful score of 
“Schelomo,” the emotional inten- 
sity was carried to a shattering 
climax, which rendered the 
meditative conclusion all the more 
poignant. Maisky bandied the 
demanding solo part in an ex- 
emplary way. The young cellist ap- 
pears to be rapidly acquiring the 
properties of a genuine master as bis 
expansive emotionality becomes 
subordinated to wilful mind. 

Zubin Mehta’s reading of the 
Mahler movement constituted a 
feat of musicianship. Admittedly, in 
the strings of the IPO he had a for- 
midable resource, yet it was the 
chosen rhythmic pace and dynamic 
progression that made the attain- 
ment of the aching beauty of this 
heartfelt music possible. 

Ironically, the weak point of the 
programme proved to be the perfor- 
mance of Chorale-Preludes by 
Bach: Marcia Haity’s heavy, inflex- 
ible presentation on the electric 
organ was way below the level of ex- 
cellence achieved elsewhere.

Nadia again gets 
perfect scores

BUCHAREST lUPh. - Nadia 
Comaneci, hack to her dazzling best 
form, on Tuesday produced two 
perfect scores of 10 in her four exer- 
cises 10 capture the individual 
overall gold medal for women at the 
World Student Games. Her success 
provoked an inevitable complaint 
from the defeated Soviet team over 
the marking. 

Comaneci and her three other 
team-mates — all members of the 
Rumanian squad which won the 
team event at the last World Cham- 
pionships two years ago — swept 
four of the top five places to give 
the host nation the team title ahead 
of the Soviet L'nion and China. 

Two of the Soviet 1980 Olympics 
champion team — Stela Zakharova 
and Maria Filatova — took only the 
silver medal and sixth place respec- 
tively. and the Soviet delegation 
claimed that the Rumanians had 
been favoured b> the judges. 

“True and fair judging was not 
possible today." Soviet coach 
Vladimir Kuksn said, reviving the 
disputes over marking which have 
characterized almost every major 
women’s competition over the past 
five years, during which the Soviet 
Union and Rumania have battled 
for supremacy. 

“We regarded this event as a 
good training ground for the world 
championships, where we hope 
there will be better judging," Kuksa 
added. The 19SI World Cham- 
pionships take place later this year 
in Moscow. 

The first [rack and field gold went 
to American Mike Carter, who won 
the shot put with a modest throw of 
20.19 metres. Tourib Tomas Kharry 
of the USSR won the 10.000 m. in 
slow time.

GISBORNE, New Zealand 
(Reuter). — Anti-apartheid 
demonstrators fought with police 
and rugby fans at the opening 
march of South Africa's controver- 
sial tour of New Zealand yesterday. 

Rugby supporters and tour 
protestors began* kicking and 
punching each other seconds 
after the game began, but play was 
not seriously interrupted, and 
the Springboks defeated the local 
Poverty B ay side by 24 points to six. 

The police said that about 300 
demonstrators were involved, and 
that a number of arrests were made. 
At least three people were treated 
for minor injuries. Several of the 
police, including a number of 
woman officers, dressed in plain 
clothes and mingled with the fans. 
When (he trouble broke out, a 
jeans-clad policewoman was seen 
throwing one female protester 
down an embankment at the side of 
the ground. 

A solid wall of police prevented 
most of the demonstrators from 
entering the ground. 

A police spokesman said later 
that those arrested would be 
charged with offences including as- 
saulting police, resisting arrest, 
breach of the peace and drunken- 
ness. 

About 500 people marched 
earlier from the centre of this north- 
eastern seaside resort to within a 
few hundred metres of the ground. 
Demonstration marches were 
staged throughout the country dur- 
ing the day, named “New Zealand's 
national day of shame" by anti- 
apartheid protesters. 

There were at least 70 arrests, 
many of them in Wellington, 
where demonstrators stormed the 
headquarters of Prime Minister 
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Jerusalem

European 
prices dropped in terms of the dol- 
lar by up to 20 per cent. Exporters 
stepped up their sales to Europe 
with might and main, but the money 
they got was worth up to 20 per cent 
less. It's as though they hadn't 
bothered. 

"With so many extraneous fac- 
tors. the conventional rules of class- 
room economics don't fit the bill. 
Needed is common sense and a lot 
of flexibility. But with God's help, 
we'll manage. 

"Now to deal with concrete mat- 
ters. I think Aridor was right in 
shackling inflation the way he did. 
even if it involved printing a lot of 
money and paying out subsidies we 
can't afford." The problem in 
Lorinez' s view is not primarily a 
monetary one. it belongs to the 
realm of psychology. 

"People are seized with a hysteria 
of inflation.

“If all this were to continue un- 
checked. controls would finally 
break down and the index would 
rise by 200 to 300 per cent a year. It 
had to be slopped by emergency 
measures — and government policy 
did stop it. 

"Two months have passed, with a 
drastically reduced inflation. The 
public shows signs of being soothed, 
the mood is more relaxed, people 
discover that inflation is not an 
edict from on high, that it can be 
harnessed." Now is the time to 
restore the monetary balance. 
"Prices must henceforth be raised 
slowly — I stress the word slowly — 
back to their real level. 

"The price of oil should not be 
subsidized. We can’t afford it. and 
there are other reasons. Cheap 
energy distorts business calcula- 
tions. Industry puts money into the 
manufacture of products which 
look profitable but are actually 
money-losers, if true costs are taken 
into consideration, investors can be 
seriously misled. Once fuel prices 
are normalized, they won't know 
what hit them. 

"Subsidies create confusion 
every where. If the government ar- 
tificially lowers the price of bread 
and cooking-oil. it promotes the ex- 
port — export in quotation-marks 

— of those items to neighbouring 
countries. We find ourselves sub- 
sidizing not Israel but Jordan, which 
is madness."

German railways face trouble 


BONN (Reuter). — West Ger- 
many's Bundesbahn (railway 
system) is going off the rails finan- 
cially. 

^ Despite two Case, increases \his 
,‘y^ar arid a sustained increase^ pas- 
senger traffic. West German 
railways expect a 4.8 billion marks 
(about S2b.) deficit in 1981. By 
1985. at the present rate, the 
Bundesbahn's entire passenger 
revenue will suffice only to pay in-, 
terest charges on its debts, currently 
34b. marks (S14b.) and rising fast. 

The opposition Christian 
Democratic Party (CDU) has said 
the Bundesbahn has driven into a 
“vicious rectangle" of debts, rising 
losses, sinking investment and the 
end of rationalization. And a car- 
toon in a recent issue of the weekly 
Die Zeit newspaper showed a 
runaway train driving relentlessly 
towards an enormous pothole under 
the legend: “Tunnel at the end of 
the light?” 

The "light" — what some com- 
mentators have described as a lack 
of political will to solve the 
Bundesbahn's growing in- 
debtedness and expenditure during 
the “fat” years of West Germany's 
economic growth — may now be at 
an end. In a year when the federal 
budget is projected to show a 34b. 
marks (IS 140b.) deficit, neither 
government nor opposition feels the

Bundesbahn's mountain of debts 
can be allowed to grow much 
further. 

Transport spending, of which the 
railways take nearly half, is now the 
largest item in the country's budget 
after social security and defence.

(IS55b.) this year alone. Transport 
Minister Volker HaufT has said 
"drastic savings" must be made to 
prevent a debt which was 15.6b.

-Passenger ships 
do not pay for the upkeep of the 
Rhine and bus companies are not 
responsible for building the roads 
which they use, so why should the 
Bundesbahn pay for the construc- 
tion and upkeep of its track,- he 
asked.

HAIFA. — The marine officers un- 
ion yesterday lifted its sailing ban on 
Lhe Greek freighter Valentina, after 
a demand for back pay for the 20- 
man crew was settled.

It 
will relax tensions in the labour 
force, it will remove incentives to 
negotiate for higher wages.” 

Will not the pressure from 
organized labour still be there? 
“Maybe, but the workers this time 
can't claim victimization, they can- 
not demand redress, the moral basis 
will be lacking for industrial dis- 
putes. 

"People understand that 100 is 
the top. there's nothing above 100. 
If they want to raise their living 
standards, they must do it by work- 
ing more, or working more ef- 
ficiently. 

"Not long ago I received a copy 
of the Schveitzische Bankgeseil - 
schaft. showing that our wage is half 
the Swiss wage and our output one- 
third. ThaL means our product is 
costlier." Is the public sector in 
Israel too big? “I've been inveighing 
against this for years. The produc- 
tion worker carries two pkidim on 
his shoulder (I include under pkidim 
not only government services but 
insurance, finance and other private 
services). 

"Not only that, there are in- 
dustries which compete with the 
best in Switzerland, but there are 
others which do not. I’ll give you 
some figures." Lorinez speaks 
without consulting any references. 
"Industrial exports (excluding diaj 
monds) rose in the last half-year "by 
5 per cent. That is an overall 
average. 

But textiles dropped by 22 per 
cent. On the other hand metals and 
electronics rose by 26 per cent, 
because this branch is most 
economic. The lesson is clear. Not 
only must the ratio of production to 
services be improved, there must be 
a shift from less-sophisticated in- 
dustries to high technology. 

“The objective is to increase out- 
put. That depends partly on the 
worker, but still more on the 
employer. He must air-condition his 
plant in the summer and heat it in 
the winter, if he wants his workers 
to be productive.. 

“He must see that the flow of 
production never stops, not even at 
night. Financing costs are high 
nowadays, industry cannot allow 
itself the luxury of operating one 8- 
hour shift a day.” 

What about the government’s 
budgetary policy? Is deficit financ- 
ing permissible? “In the long term, 
not — a synthesis must be achieved 
between income and expenditure." 

But Agudat Yisrael wants bigger 
allocations to the yeshivot — does- 
that not inflate expenditure? 

"The question is wrongly put. I'm 
glad of the opportunity to clarify 
this point through ‘ your paper. 


According to Lorinez the. 
yeshivot — those associated with 
the Aguda — have been receiving 
20 per cent of the budget provided 
for equivalent secular institutions. - 
But times are hard (and the Aguda 
has a strong bargaining position), so 
now they want 50 per cent. Is that 
not inflationary? 

“Certainly not,” he says. “What 
we are receiving now comes to 
IS200m. a year. Our demand will 
cost, what — IS400m^ IS500m.? If 
you compare that with the IS6b. 
that the universities get, it's a drop 
in the ocean." 

But it is still an extra expenditure. 
Lorinez believes in high technology 
and the need to productivize the ; 
economy. Isn’t the strictly non- 1 
technical education supplied in the 
yeshivot a barrier to economic 
progress? 

Rabbi Shlomo Lorinez is never at ! 
a loss for an answer. Amiably as 
ever, he points out that the secular 
universities also promote non- 
technical studies. There are 
faculties of history, literature and 
other humanity subjects. Not 
everybody strives tobe an engineer. 

“Besides the community devoting j 
themselves to the Gemara is negligi- 
ble as a proportion of the student . 
population. And you know” — his 
eyes twinkle — “some in each 
generation of lhe .Jewisji f people 
must become conversant 'with" bur 
national and religious heritage.” 

In summary, how does he see the 
coming four years, assuming the 
10th Knesset serves its Tull term? 

‘Til answer you as both a rabbi 
and an economist. The tradition 
among the Jewish people over the 
ages is to exist frugally, to live 
within our income, to spend less 
than we earn. 

“As you know, I respect tradition 
and historic heritage, I think they 
should influence our conduct both 
as private persons and in the public 
domain. 

“If we go on living beyond our 
means and wasting our substance as 
we have been doing up to now, both 
in the private and public sectors, the 
future looks gloomy. 

“I want to end. on a good note. I 
think we shall change our ways. We 
have tended to exaggerate 
everything — to erect sumptuous 
buildings, to set over lavish targets. 
Our universities could be ampler, 
'our public facilities could be 
simpler, our schools could be 
simpler. 

"We can live more plainly 
without damaging our essential 
well-being. We would be cutting 
into the fat only — and that is good 
for us, both physically and spiritual- 
ly,” he concludes. 


COINS AND MEDALS 


Secondary market is slow

TEL AVIV. — The secondary 
market for Israel's commemorative 
coins and medals continues to be in- 
active. for all practical purposes. 

The visitors who came for the 
Holocaust Convention .and for the 
Maccabiah Games were good 
buyers for the respective medals 
that the IGCMC issues especially 
for the occasion. There was little of 
the customary buying from dealere. 

Prices over the past month have 
remained mostly static. The recent 
sharp drop in the price of gold has 
had little effect on the prices of the 
local gold commemoratives. On the 
other hand, investors, who are look- 
ing for gold coins that carry a low 
premium over the official price of 
gold are deterred by the still 
relatively high price of local items. 

The lethargy currently being ex- 
perienced is not just a local 
phenomenon. In Switzerland, for 
example, the demand for gold coins 
is reported to be at a considerably 
lower level than last year at the 
same lime. 

- In the meantime the Israel 
Government Coins and Medals 
Corporation is busy preparing a new 
catalogue which will be a major 
publication in the field of Israeli 
numismatics. The catalogue, to be 
published in Hebrew and English, 
will appear in the fall. 

• Meanwhile, $3 years after Ben- 
Gurion disbanded the Palmach, the 


Israel Government Coins ' and 
Medals Corporation. For the con- 
vention commemorating the 40th 
anniversary of the Palmach and the 
60th anniversary of the founding of 
the Hagana, the organizers ordered 
.3,000 bronze medals from a private 
firm.

Another year of world cocoa surplus 


World cocoa supplies will exceed 
demand by 75,000 metric tons dur- 
ing the current season. This is a 
drop over last season's surplus, but 
the fourth straight year production 
has outstripped consumption, a 
London commodity trading house 
forecast yesterday. 

Gill & Duffis Group said the total 
surplus for the four years would be 
388.000 tons by the time the current 
season is over. The ratio of stocks to 
consumption would be at its highest 
level since the 1967 season, the firm 
said. 

Last season’s surplus was 152,000 
tons. (AP) 



World Bank helps train Chinese

The Standards Institute 
checks all exports and the Toy 
Manufacturers Association is 
developing criteria for a seal of ap- 
proval it will issue for toys that meet 
their quality test. 

When a toy or game is a big suc- 
cess, foreign distributors and 
manufacturers usually prefer to buy 
the rights to produce the toy in their 
country. “Too often an Israeli 
manufacturer doesn’t want to sell 
the rights even if he doesn’t have 
the means, himself, of meeting the 
demand. He figures if he has 
something that’s so good that 
someone wants to buy the rights to 
it, then he shouldn't sell it,’’ says 
Salomon, who admits his liberal 
marketing views are not widely ac- 
cepted in the industry. 

But, like most of his colleagues, 
he is optimistic about the industry's 
future.

Threat of collapse over 
capital’s light industry

Light industry in Jerusalem is col- 
lapsing. with workers being laid off 
and production falling, represen- 
tatives of producers not organized 
in the Manufacturers Association 
told the press here yesterday. 

According to the representatives 
of light industry, who organized 
themselves only last week, the col- 
lapse is mainly due to high interest 
rates. They said that they must work 
harder and harder to obtain credit 
and suggested that speculative 
financing is more profitable in Israel 
than honest labour. 

So far, 46 firms have agreed to 
participate in an emergency 
meeting next week. 

Nisan Harpaz, secretary of the 
Jerusalem Labour Council, said that 
during the last three months 250 to 
300 industrial workers had been 
fired, and the closing of plants was 
continuing. In particular, diamond 
polishing plants were folding up, he 
said. 

Thc^ light industrialists wiU. be 
represented by Motti Ashkenazy, a 


producer of toys, who was one of 
the leaders of the protest movement 
in the wake of the Yom Kippur 
War, and Eli Shimon, the owner of a 
packaging plant, who failed to ob- 
tain a Knesset seat in the recent 
elections as head of a small list. 
They demand government credit at 
reasonable terms for working 
capital and state guarantees for 
firms that are in trouble. 

in answer to their claims, Yoram 
Blizovsky, deputy director-general 
for financing of the industry, trade 
and tourism ministry, said there was 
some justice in their claims, if only 
because the real rate of interest in 
Israel was among the highest in the 
world. At the same time, he said, 
the ministry does help export in- 
dustries with reduced credit and 
even helped producers for the local 
market with a special “trouble" 
fund. 

Blizovsky claimed that during the 
past year, 49 new plants opened in 
Jerusalem. The main problem of 
small industries, he said, was their 
tendency to depend on outside 
financing.

detected significant market activity 
by the West German central bank, 
the Bundesbank, the Swiss bank 
and the Bank of France, and sug- 
gested the apparently concerted in- 
itiative might stem from a realiza- 
tion after the summit that there will 
be no significant U.S. action to 
lower interest rates and thus the 
dollar. 

At the close of the summit, 
France’s President Francois Mitter- 
rand said the West had to cooperate 
to restrict erratic exchange rate 
movements and avoid high interest 
rates, which were not only a 
problem for Europe but for the 
world. 

In an early talk at the summit 
with Reagan, Mitterrand said 
France could tolerate high U.S. in- 
terest rates for only a limited 
period, perhaps until' the end of 
1981. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said after the summit 


ended that his government would 
cut public borrowing “to give the 
central bank more leeway in dealing 
with interest rates.” 

And Canadian Finance Minister 
Allan MacEachen said the fact that 
U.S. economic policy is unlikely to 
change will be a very serious ele- 
ment when he prepares his budget. 

In contrast, British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, who 
gave uncritical support to U.S. 
policy at the summit, said Britain 
would not be introducing any 
special measures. 

High-ranking American officials 
said their government feels it ac- 
complished almost .all the goals it 
was shooting for at the Ottawa sum- 
mit. But the sources said the reac- 
tion of some countries to the 
hardline U.S. position suggests 
there could be a new round of 
protectionist financial measures, 
delaying economic recovery and in- 
creasing both social tensions and 


European antagonism towards the 
U.S. 

The communique gave the 
highest priority to fighting inflation 
and unemployment and said both 
these problems should be tackled at 
the same lime. 

However, the communique also 
said the durable recovery of 
employment depends on reducing 
inflation, again leaving the solution 
ambiguous.

TEL AVIV. — Buying “mixed life 
insurance” — a combination of 
pure risk and pure savings — is a 
better buy than either of the latter 
two separately, according to Natan 
Libman, of the Hayil insurance 
company, itself a subsidiary of the 
Menora life insurance company. 

Libman was objecting to state- 
ments made recently (J.P., July 13) 
by Uri Tyger, of the Amamit in- 
surance company, who stated the 
exact opposite, and. claimed that the 
only reason insurance agents sold 
the “mixed” policies was because 
they could make a larger commis- 
sion. 

Libman said that a person at the 
age of 30 who took out pure risk 
(paid only upon death) paid 5.1 pro 
mil (or IS5.10 for every IS 1,000 of 
insurance taken out); and 15.59 pro 
mil for every IS 1,000 of sayings. 
“For mixed, the sum charged is 
20.06 pro mil, which is certainly less 
than adding together the premiums 
for pure risk and for pure savings.” 

Libman noted that the premiums 
steadily increased, as the person 
grew older, but at all times the 
premium charged for mixed was less 
than that arrived at by adding that 
of pure life and savings. At the age 
of 60. for example, the premium for 
pure risk was 24.64 pro mil. and that 
for savings was 191 .35 pro mil, while 
that of mixed was 212.73. 

Tyger. asked to comment on 
these figures, claimed that “the im- 
portant thing was not what 
premiums were paid, but what one 
got back for what he paid.” He 
stated that the interest rate paid on 
pure life was considerably higher 
than that paid on “that part of mix- 
ed which constituted its savings ele- 
ment. And the bottom tine is what 
the beneficiary gets in relation to' 
what he pays.” 

Libman himself admitted “that 
after 35 years, one might have an 
advantage of 21 per cent if you 


lowered the amount of premium 
you paid Tor pure risk and increased 
that which you pay on pure savings 
at regular intervals. But the average 
person doesn’t know how to make 
these adjustments, and if he takes 
out mixed insurance, his insurance 
company will take care of this mat- 
ter. We charge only a 0.75 per cent 
fee for this service.” 

He also noted that when a person 
took out pure risk he had to pay (at 
present day rates) a IS94 “policy 
fee" on each type of policy. Thus, if 
he took out a pure risk and a pure 
savings, he would have to pay this 
“policy, fee” twice. (Tyger says 
some companies charge only one 
policy fee for two policies.) 

In case this “policy fee” seems 
high, Libman says it is the only fee 
charged. If you take out elemen- 
tary insurance, for example on your 
car. you have to pay, in addition to a 
“policy fee," a “registration fee, a 
stamp fee, and a credit charge fee 
(unless you pay cash). All these 
“fees" increase the cost of a 
premium by 56 per cent. 

Libman said that an -agent gets 
the same commission if he sells 
1510,000 of pure risk or of“mixed.” 
Tyger pointed out that “if a person 
dies with mixed insurance, he gets 
only the pure risk part of the mixed 
policy, if he lives to retirement age, 
he gets only the savings element. If 
he takes both pure risk and pure 
savings, his wife gets both the death 
benefits and the savings if he dies, 
and he gets the savings when he 
reaches the age of retirement. 

The commissi on received by an In- 
surance agent who sells pore risk or 
mixed, is 35 per cent of the premium 
paid during the first year of the 
policy, 15 per cent during the second 
year; 10 per cent daring die third 
year, and 3 per cent each year 
thereafter. 

The agent gets nothing for selling 
a savings policy, according to 
Tyger, so he makes more if he sells a 
large mixed policy under the guise 
that it is both pure risk plus savings. 


Internal auditors fight for rights

TEL AVIV. — The fight of the in- 
ternal auditors to “do their work 
honestly without fear of being dis- 
missed" continued during the past 
year with increasing intensity, Adi 
Shavit. who has just completed his 
one-year tenure as head of the In- 
stitute of Internal Auditors, yester- 
day told the annual meeting of the 
group. 

His successor is Dr. Avraham 
Ne’eman, of the Israel Corporation, 
who will guide the 650 members of 
the institute until the elections next 
year. 

Shavit outlined the behind scenes 
struggle to have legislation 
promulgated to give protection to 


the interna! auditors “who blow the 
whistle" on their employers, for un- 
conscious or deliberate mismanage- 
ment of firms. Shavit noted, 
however, in a report to the institute, 
that "desprtfc strenuous efforts” the 
instituj? had failed in two cases 
where it tried to protect internal 
auditors. One was fired; the other 
went on pension. 

Dr. Yitzhak Nebenzahl, the state 
comptroller, who was made the first 
"honorary member" of the institute 
yesterday, called on the members to 
continue their efforts to gain that 
professional status which comes 
with a university degree. He recal- 
led that he had seen two 
“disciplines," which had also fought 
for recognition, become fully ac- 
cepted. One was economics and the 
other was sociology.

Recession looms for U.S. economy 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
economy fell back quickly .in the 
April-June quarter from the 
strength it showed earlier this year, 
with the inflation-adjusted Gross 
National Product sinking at an an- 
nual rate of 1.9 per cent, the U.S. 
Commerce Department reported 
yesterday. 

The report raised anew the pos- 
sibility of at least a minor recession 
this year. Economists generally 
define a recession as two con- 


secutive quarters of negative GNP 
growth. Bath the administration 
and private analysts are forecasting 
a flat or possibly negative third 
quarter. 

Inflation declined in the second 
quarter from 9.8 per cent ro 6 per 
cent, the report said. But inflation- 
adjusted national output, hit hard 
by high interest rates, plunged 
below the zero-growth mark after 
soaring at an annual rate of 8.6 per 
cent in the first quarter.

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More than morale needed 

MORALE, said the prime minister to the people of the north during 
a tour of the area yesterday, is what really matters. So long as morale 
is running high, everything is going to turn out fine. 

The Galileans who came out to greet Mr. Begin yesterday ap- 
peared to have suffered no loss of morale. They were in good, even 
high spirits. They were determined to stick it out despite the intermit- 
tent barrage of terrorist Katyusha rockets that had been brutally 
pounding fhrir towns and villages from across the border for over a 
week. They w-re not about to leave the homes they loved, and they 
were inviting the rest of the country to show solidarity not so much 
by serving host to the women and children until the storm blew over, 
as by going up north and pitching in. 

Now it so happened that yesterday was a relatively uneventful day- 
in the war between the PLO terrorists and the IDF. with only a few 
shells Palling around Meiulla. causing no injuries and no damage: an 
augury, perhaps, of the cease-fire. Then, too, the people the premier 
saw were those who had stayed behind after the leavers had already 
left to join friends and relatives in more tranquil parts of Israel. In 
frontline Kiryat Shmona. the exodus had meanwhile swept up more 
than half the population. 

For those out of reach of the Katyushas it is'no doubt wonderfully 
heartwarming to find so many of their fellow northerners who grin 
and bear it. or keep an Israeli stiff upper lip. 

But the fact of the matter is that the experience through which 
these Galileans have lately been going is more harrowing than any 
know n by so large a region of the country since the War of Indepen- 
dence: the days and nights spent in stuffy air-raid shelters, the closed 
down factories, the fields on fire, the deserted summer resorts. 

The disruption of normal life has been bad enough. But the worst 
part is mat the country, and not just the north, has simply not been 
ready Tor all this. This state of unreadiness is in large measure the 
heritage of neglect going back many years. Kiryat Shmona's woefully 
poor infrastructure has a direct bearing on the hopelessly inadequate 
condition of its shelters — and on the flight of so many of its people 
south. But the situation is not markedly better in the older town of 
Nahariya, and even in some of the smaller settlements. 

Quite obviously the assumption, even in the highest circles, was 
that this just could not happen: that Israel's armed forces would put 
paid to the terrorists' arrogance before anything like this would ever 
come to pass. The assumption, it turns out. was wrong. 

Now the government is rushing army personnel, psychologists and 
artists to keep up morale in front-line Galilee, and it has hastily gran- 
ted first Kiry at Shmona and then Nahariya the status of border town. 
These belated measures are better than none. 

However, sir.ee what was previously held unthinkable has now 
taken place, it might be a good idea to give some systematic thought 
to belter protecting the civilian population and sustaining more nor- 
mal life — should it happen again. 

No light from Ottawa 

THE WORLD no longer expects international conferences to 
produce anything but verbiage intended to paper over differences, 
rather than to resolve issues. The Ottawa summit of the seven leading 
capitalist powers that ended Tuesday was not expected to be an ex- 
ception. and it did not provide one. 

Only one clear message did emerge from this gathering of the rich 
and super-rich: that they had no dure for the economic malaise that 
afflicts them and — as a consequence of their dominant role in the in- 
ternational economy — the rest of the world. OPEC alone (or the 
bulk of its membership, in any case) is immune to the disease. In- 
deed. it is one of its main causes. 

The conclusion reached at Ottawa that inflation and unemploy- 
ment are twin evjls that must be jointly tackled, was hardly a revela- 
tion. But even this little consensus was challenged by Britain's 
Margaret Thatcher who, unperturbed by an unemployment rale of 
nearly 12 per cent and bloody street riots, unswervingly pursues 
monetarist salvation. 

Britain's prime minister was the only one to support President 
Reagan on the main issue of the summit — the high U.S. interest 
rales. Since none of the Ottawa conferees really expected to sway 
Mr. Reagan on this point, Mrs. Thatcher could easily afford to reaf- 
firm her Faith in the monetarist gospel. 

The Europeans are hurt by American monetarist policies. High in- 
. teresl rates in the U.S. siphon off investment funds sorely needed by j 
. western countries afflicted with high unemployment, and exert up- i 
ward pressure on their own interest rates. However, the same Euro- 
!' peans conveniently -forget that only a short while ago they com- 
: plained that the U.S. dollar was too weak and was pricing their ex- 
ports out of the market. 

While Chancellor Helmut Schmidt hinted that Germany might 
| have to take self-protective measures. President Francois Mitterrand 
! called for greater stability of exchange rates and interest rates — hin- 
j ting at a return to fixed exchange rates. 

!f the Europeans and Japan grumbled at U.S. monetary policy. 
Europe and the U.S. were united in politely ganging up on Japan for 
its persistent "beggar-thy-neighbour” policy of export drives concen- 
trated on selected industries, while being niggardly in opening up its 
own market to imports. Not unexpectedly, Japan's Premier Zenko 
[ Suzuki kept a loud silence on the issue. With Japan's productivity 
already Tar outstripping that of the other industrial countries, he 
could well afford to commit himself to nothing. 

t he third issue of the summit’s agenda — U.S. concern over West- 
East trade, and particularly the natural gas pipeline from Siberia to 
Germany — fared no better. Mr. Schmidt said bluntly that the pro- 
ject would go ahead, and Mr. Mitterrand suggested that, if trade with 
the Soviets was to be on the agenda, American grain exports should 
also be discussed. 

In short, the Ottawa summit produced no results on any of the 
material issues that affect the interests of the participants. It was 
saved from complete sterility only by the elTorts of Canada's prime 
minister and France's president who extracted from a reluctant 
President Reagan a vague pledge to open negotiations for more aid 
to the Third World. 

As Mrs. Thatcher quickly warned, however, not too much should 
be expected on lhat score either. The outlook for the world economy 
therefore remains pretty bleak, with mote protectionism a’ mounting 
danger. Talks between Third World countries and the EEC on the 
Jormer's textile exports have just ended in deadlock, with the EEC 
out to protect their own industry by curbing these imports. 

For export-dependent countries like Israel, whose sales are already 
stagnating as a result of the world recession, the outlook is far from 
bright, and the promise that the Seven will meet again in Paris next 
year is little consolation.

Israeli policymakers must pay more attention to U.S. sen- 
sitivities when embarking on military operations or they will 
jeopardize ihe. special relationship with Washington, writes 
AARON LHIBEL. 


THE TIMING, of the attacks on 
PLO targets in Lebanon during the 
past week raises serious questions 
about the weight accorded both to 
American public opinion and to the 
political ramifications of military 
actions in the decision-making 
process of the present Israeli 
government. 

Apparently forgetting the 
ultimate political nature of all 
military acts. Prime Minister Begin 
paradoxically has aided those in the 
U.S. administration who favour a 
more pro-Arab stance for the 
American government. And if the 
Israeli government fails to place 
more emphasis on the vital 
American connection in its future 
deliberations,- it will jeopardize the 
special relationship which Israel has 
enjoyed with successive American 
administrations. 


for choosing this particular time, it 
has not been mentioned by govern- 
ment spokesmen. Even more 
perplexing was the decision to 
destroy terrorist headquarters in 
heavily populated sections of Beirut 
on the very day that an announce- 
ment on the release of the 
suspended F-16 planes was ex- 
pected. 


It is no wonder that reports from 
Washington indicated that Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan was "furious** 
with Begin and that Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig later an- 
nounced the continuing suspension 
of these aircraft. 


In international politics, timing is 
everything. A move which could 
cause world condemnation today 
may be ignored — or even praised 
— tomorrow. Bearing that in mind, 
one must wonder why Begin timed 
the devastating attack on PLO bases 
in Lebanon during a period when 
U.S. special envoy Philip Habib had 
returned to the Middle East to 
resume his shuttle diplomacy and 
the Reagan administration was 
completing its investigation into the 
legality of Israel's use of American- 
made planes in the attack on the 
Iraqi nuclear installation. 

If there was a compelling reason 


THE REAGAN administration 
proposes to build an informal anti- 
Soviet alliance in the Middle East 
which would include Egypt, other 
pro-Western Arab states and Israel. 
In this regard, Israel would be a 
military asset but a distinct political 
liability. 

Israeli policy-makers should do . 
everything within reasons to reduce 
the negative aspects of this equa- 
tion. This should become one im- 
portant factor — and obviously only 
one among many — which should 
be considered when decisions are 
taken that are likely to impinge on 
U .S. -Israeli relations. After all, if we 
are to be thought of as strategic as- 
set and ally, we must act according- 
ly. 

In the long term, military actions 
which result in heavy civilian 


casualties and which seem to be 
harsher than necessary, will erode 
American public support for Israel. 

Particularly worrying in this 
regard is the newly declared policy 
of attacking targets in heavily pop- 
ulated areas. There is a danger that 
the American view of Israel as a 
civilized. Western-oriented country 
worthy of help in its struggle against 
a barbaric foe will change, with 
ominious consequences for Israel. 

The rationale for the govern- 
ments- apparent insensitivity to 
America's needs in-the Middle East 
and to U.S. public opinion may be 
based on the misconception that 
both for strategic and internal 
political reasons, the U.S. "has "no 
choice" in its relations with Israel. 

It should be noted, however, that 
the concept of “strategic asset" is a 
relative one. No one has ever sug- 
gested that Israel is the U-S.’s only 
ally in this part of the world. Cer- 
tainly, it Is not in Israel's interest to 
force the U.S. to choose between 
Israel and other American allies in 
the region. 


Dry Bones 
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THE PROBLEM of the Jewish vote 
is more complex. Its overall impor- 
tance in presidential elections is les- 
sening as the number' of American 
Jews continues to decline in relation 
to other ethnic groups in American 
society. 

The Jewish vote, in any case, is 
less than vital in the Republican 
Party's electoral coalition, which is 
based in the southern and western 


United States, where few Jews 
reside. 

Furthermore, it is questionable, 
whether the American Jewish com- 
munity wDI give its undivided sup- 
port to an extreme, nationalistic 
Israeli government winch may ap- 
pear to be .too aggressive to suit 
their more dovish sentiments. 

None of this is meant to argue 
against military action in Lebanon 
when necessity dictates; On the 
contrary, the PLO!s recent acquisi- 
tion- of large quantities of arms. par-, 
ticulariy artillery and tanks capable 
of inflicting heavy damage on the 
towns and villages of northern. 
Israel, is completely unacceptable. 

It appears likely that military ac- 
tion would have become essential in 


the long run to deal with this threa 
But, again, the timing and means c 
this action should have been recoo 
side red. 

The. importance of U.S. politics) 
military and economic support fo 
Israel cannot be overemphasized 
The continued suspension of the F 
1 6s illustrates that this present higl 
level of support is not automatic. 

It is imperative, then, that the im 
pact of any action taken by Israel oi 
the UJS. administration and pubik 
opinion be given greater weight if 
the decision-making process of tbs 
government than would appear it 
be the case during the last seven 
weeks.

A REVERSE at the polls can be 
turned into a victory on the next oc- 
casion. provided the losers as- 
similate the lessons of their defeat.

There is such a preference, 
but to assume that it explains 
everything is to indulge in wishful 
thinking. 

If the Sephardim sought aggres- 
sive policies in the Middle East they 
would have voted for Tehiya — 
whose meagre showing is perhaps 
the biggest single surprise in the 
elections. If they had wanted ethnic 
solidarity they would have voted for 
Tami s which stands precisely for 
that. 

If the Oriental community felt 
that Labour had neglected their in- 
terests. well — the Likud did no bet- 
ter. It never protested against 
Labour policies in this particular 
field. Sheli did. and got less ballots 
than Flatto-Sharon. 

A psychiatrist, interviewed over 
the radio, presented the theory that 
Menachem Begin is a “father 
figure," attracting the loyalty of the 
less self-con fidenf* section of the 
population who need reassurance. 

That sounds suspiciously like 
wisdom after the event. What is 
there about the man that should 
cause anyone to have feelings of 
reassurance? No leader in Israel’s 
history has spread so much alarm 


Lass of respect 


The election results indicate that the Labour Party has not 
convinced the public that it deserves their support, writes

and despondency among his 
countrymen, with his squabbling 
cabinets, his unstable governments 
(Ehrlich out, Weizman out, Dayan 
out. Hurvitz out), not to mention his 
studied insults to friendly foreign 
statesmen. 

The cause of Labour’s fall is — 
Labour itself. It did not forfeit just 
Sephardi support, it forfeited public 
support. Ashkenazim returned to 
the fold, after voting DMC before, 
because they feared what the Likud 
would do if granted another spell in 
office. 

Sephardim plumped for tne 
Likud not because they really think 
that "Begin is king of Israel." Gangs 
of teenagers work up this kind of 
ecstasy just as easily for a visiting 
pop-star, or when Maccabi Tel Aviv 
returns from basketball triumphs 
abroad. The bulk of the Sephardim 
who pledged their vote to the Likud 
did so because Labour gave them 
no reason to do otherwise. 


THE LAST-MINUTE peace- 
making between Peres and Rabin 
fell flat. This tuming-over-of-a-new- 
leaf should have happened when 
Peres was elected party chairman. 
To do it at the eleventh hour was 
patently an election gimmick. 

What would have ensued if 
Labour had come to power? Rabin 
as ambassador in the U.S. used to 
ignore Eban, though Eban as 
foreign minister was his superior. As 
defence minister in Peres’s cabinet,. 
Rabin would ignore both Peres and 


Eban. There used to be two foreign 
policies in the days of Ben-Gurion 
and .Sfiarett. This time there would 
be two prime ministers. • 

A plethora of policies would sub- 
sist in other Fields too — as many 
policies as there are Labour Knesset 
members, because the party has lost 
its cohesion, its internal discipline. 

There was no Arab nominee in 
Peres’ first official list of candidates 
for the Knesset. Had he forgotten 
that the Arabs have a voting power 
equivalent to 10 mandates? Of 
course, he hadn't. He had even 
promised the Arabs a place, only he 
could not dislodge any of the sitting 
tenants to make way for a person 
outside the party hierarchy. Ben- 
Gurion could have done it, Golda 
could have done it.. Peres did not 
have the authority. (U was done 
belatedly, when the Arab camp 
made it clear what their reaction 
would be to such a monstrous . 
slight.) 

MK Moshe Shahal draws .atten- 
tion to the big turn-out on polling 
day for Labour in Haifa, his con- 
stituency, .and makes it known that 
he will expect- more, seats for Haifa 
in the future. Not only Haifa presses ' 
for seats, so does every other in- . 
terest group- The divisions are no 
longer over policy, the contest is 
between cliques. Everybody wants 
to take, nobody wants to give. 
Eliahu Nawi resigned his candidacy 
because he was placed, too. low in 
the Knesset List. 

Aharon Uzan resigned not just 


from the list of candidates but from 
the party, because he claims he sud- 
denly realized* what he had not 
known before: tbfo Sephardim were 
victims of discrimination. 

That excuse rings as hollow as the 
Peres-Rabin reconciliation. Com- 
mentators have a more plausible ex- 
planation; that in the race for place 
and position in the Labour 
hierarchy, Uzan felt he had been 
left behind. 

Eliyahu Speiser opposes the 
(highly desirable) replacement 
of the ageing Meshel with Yisrael 
Kessar at the Histadrut, because 
Kessar belongs to the Brit Berl cir- 
cle which is the wrong clique.

Simha Ehrlich was ridiculed to

The shadow 
deputy finance minister promised 
that profits on the stock exchange 
would be taxed, the shadow finance 
minister promised they would not 
Party spokesmen criticized the 
Likud , for .wasting the national sub- 
stance oh creating a host of sctt le- 
ments in the occupied territories. 
When the Likud .boasted about 
these settlements. Labour did an 
about-turn and called them one bie 
bluff.

Sir, — As a recently arrived 
visitor to Israel from America, I 
would like to express my shock at 
the misleading character of the arti- 
cle, "The view from America" (July 
14). It gives the false impression that 
a large segment of the American 
Jewish community is critical of the 
firm stand of the State of Israel 
toward its adversaries, and is critical 
of Israel’s neglect of civil rights. 

The article creates this mis- 
leading impression by featuring the 
views of Rabbi Balfour Brickner, as 
if he were the spokesman of a large 
segment of the American Jewish 
public. Quite to the contrary, 
Brickner’s views are atypical and 
border bn eccentricity. Indeed, he 
was just recently the featured guest 
, speaker at a dinner sponsored by an 
anti-Zionist and one-time Stalinist 
journal in New York. The number 
of American Jews who would ac- 
cept such an “honour" is 
minuscule. 

Furthermore, few American Jews 
are so insensitive as Brickner to 
make the kind of racist remarks 
which denigrate our North African : 
Jewish brethren by referring to 
Israel as a "dumping ground" for 
such peopie. 

The author of the article com- 
pounds the error . hy associating 
those who have a few critical views 
of Israel with the wholesale hostility 
of Brickner, thus suggesting a 
ground swell of antagonism towards 
Israel’s government in the U.S. 

With respect to Israel's firmness : 
on security mutters, there is little 


doubt that American Jews are 
overwhelmingly sympathetic. In 
fact, a significant shift of American 
Jewish voters to the “tough” 
presidential candidate, Ronald 
Reagan, in America’s last election 
confirms the fact that even 
American .Jews believe that 
firmness in foreign policy is often a 
necessity. 

With respect to Israel's stand on 
religious issues and civil liberties, h 
is understandable that many 
American Jews, who come from a 
country with a strong tradition of 
churclbstate separation, may not 
understand or agree with some of 
Israel’s policies concerning religion. 
But it is overwhelmingly misleading 
to suggest that American Jews real- 
ly believe that Israel has suffered a 
serious erosion of civil rights. 
Among American Jews, only such 
"radical chic" oddballs like Balfour 
Brickner could really believe that.
